The Betult ol Overwork. 


PHn.ADEi.PHiA, Feb. 8.—George W. 


Chiids, proprietor of the Public Ledger 
died this morning at 3:01 o'clock 
at his residence at the southeast corner 
of Twenty-second and Walnut streets, 
from the effects of a stroke of paral- 
ysis sustained by him on the 18th of 
January. 


For some time previous to the day he 


was stricken Mr. Chiids was overrun 
with work. The service at the Drexel 
institute in memory of the late A. 3. 
Drexel was to be held on the 20th of 
January, and Mr. Childs was particu- 
larly anxious that the occasion should 
be in every way worthy of his life- 
lonjf 
friend 
and 
companion. 
He 


busied himself arranging' the details of 
the service, and as the day approached 
he became nervous anil worried 


his favorite object, the control of a 
treat daily newspaper. The time came 
when he could ([ratify thU ambition. 
The Public Ledger, which was founded 
in 1836 as a paper, up to the beg inning 
of the civil war had been a very profit- 
able venture for its proprietors, but had 
fallen on evil days. 
The war, by 


doubling the cost of material and 
labor, had rendered It impossible to 
continue it at the original price ex- 
cept at a loss. Moreover, one the three 
original proprietors was dead, another 
was absorbed in the, manairement of 
another enterprise, and the third was 
indifferent. The paper was belufrpnb- 
Usbed at a weekly loss of »3,000. Un- 
der these circumstances Mr. Chiids, 
against the strong ad vice of his friends, 
bought the Ledger for a sum a little 
exceeding the amount of its annual 
loss.

The service was to be liekl on Sat- 


urday, and on Thursday afternoon Mr. 
Childs was sitting in his office at the 
Ledger talking with Willam T. Steele, 
his private secretary, and I. F. Shep- 
ard, night editor of the paper. Sud- 
denly Mr. Childs began to slip forward 
in his chair, and would have fallen to 
the floor if the two gentlemen had not 
sprang forward and raised him up. 


_\]r. Shepard and Mr. Steele and Mr. 


Childs himself believed that the at- 
tack was nothing? more than vertigo, 
and Mr. Childs laid down and Dr. J. 
M. Dacosta, his family physician, was 
sent for. When Dr. Dacosta arrived 
he found that Mr. Childs had had a 
slight stroke of paralysis, due, ns the 
physicians have since learned, to the 
breaking of a small blood vessel in the 
head and the formation in the brain of 
a small clot of blood. 


Mr. Childs was removed to his resi- 


dence after Dr. Dacosta had completed 
his examination and another physician 
was called in. The two doctors at the 
time did Dot apprehend any fatal re- 
sults, as the paralysis was slight and 
did not greatly affect his limbs and 
they bad a good basis to work upon in 
Mr. Childs' splendid constitution and 
orderly life. 
Tel°rrams o! Sympathy and HOT>». 
When the news of Mr. Childs' illness 


was read in the papers throughout the 
country on Friday morning telegrams 
and letters of sympathy and hope of 
bis speedy recovery began to pour in 
open his family from the most eminent 
and prominent men and women in the 
United States and from many in En- 
gland. 
For more than a week Mr. Childs' 


condition did not grow any worse, but 
OB the contrary showed slight signs of 
improvement. The clot of blood on 
the brain, however, was not absorbed, 
a? often happens in similar cases, and 
after a week the paralysis began to 
progress slowly. Then Mr. Childs' 
physicians began a battle against hope. 
Drl 8. Weir Mitchell and Dr. Charles 
K. Mills, two of Philadelphias' most 
eminent specialists, were called m for 
consultation. 


A Change lor tho Worse 


On last Friday night a week ago Mr. 


Childs' condition changed for the 
worse and became critical. Through- 
out the past week he has remained m 
much the same condition, but Thurs- 
day and yesterday Mr. Childs showed 
some Improvement and there was a 
faint hope that he might ultimately

The purchase was completed Decem- 


ber 4,1864. A week later the new pro- 
prietor doubled the price of the paper 
and advanced the advertising rates to 
the compensating point At first the 
shock 
to the establishment was 


severe. Both subscribers and adver- 
tisers fell of, but in a few days 
the tide turned. At the end of a 
month he made a concession which re- 
stored the paper to more than Its for 
mer ascendency by reducing the price 
from two cents a day to ten cents per 
week. Trifling as this change may 
seem at first it was very important in 
deternining the future of the paper 
The bulk of the population of Philadel 
phia is composed of highly respeotabl 
families whose means are limited and 
to whom economy is a thing of con 
science, necessity and life-long habit 
The Ledger not only reached its for 
mer standard of circulation and adver 
tising patronage, but went far beyont 
it and became one of the mostprofltabl 
newspapers in the country. 


The Benevolence of Mr. Child*. 


For a-long time Mr. Childs gave hi 


unremitting personal attention to th 
management of the Ledger 'in all its 
departments, but of recent years h 
left the main responsibility for its col 
duct to other hands and devoted h 
time to his friends and his numer 
ous schemes of benevolence.

The revenue had mllen oS it much 
tod the prospects for the loan looted to un- 
favorable, until financial Institutions here de- 
cided to carry It thrown, that some anxiety 
about the monetary future was natural, in- 
vestments In the ordinary sense have been af- 
fected very little, and while more demand for 
time loons "has appeared, the nioney martoet 
can not be expected to change much with B2u,- 
000,000 cash In the banKs and more coming 
from the Interior, while the treasury also Is 
compeled to pay out more than It now receives 
In taxes 
Gradual Improvement In business explains 


the appearance of more commercial paper In 
the market this week than has been seen lor a 
long time, though, as yet. the vast accumu- 
lation of Idle funds Is proof enough that trade 
has by no means regained normal proportions. 
Industrial recovery continues, though It Is but 
gradual, In response to the demand of a people 
whose consumption at the lowest Is greater 
than that of any other country, and more 
mills »re now at work. It Is weU for the' 
country that speculation has not been stimu- 
lated thus far to dangerous ventures in any di- 
rection, and the markets are unusually free 
from disturbing excitement. Stocks have 
been stronger since the result as to the bonds 
was foreshadowed, In spite ot continued sell- 
Inn on foreign account, which reached many 
thousand shares In Union Pacloc, and tho 
Blow Improvement la railroad earnings 
In fact, though earnings received for the 
month of January thus far are smaller by 11.1 
per cent, than last year, a less decrease than 
appeared In December, and the loss for the 
latest week Is but 8.6 per cent, the difference 
may bo attributed to less severe weather than 
prevailed a year ego, rather than to more per- 
manent causes On Granger and other west- 
ern roads the decrease Is about 1» per cent., 
and while southern roads g&lned In freight 
earnings, the tonnage of western ana trunk 
lines Is greatly reduced, and lighter than for 
many years 
All stocks advanced about 35 eenls per share 
In the average, and the new agreement of 
trunk lines as to freights has been completed. 
Other speculative markets havi bero almost 
stagnant. Wheat has advanced about onS'half 
oent because western receipts were only 1,448,' 
404 bushels for the week. agalostS,«IS,000 bush- 
el* last year—though there are no signs ol 
material decrease In the enormous visible sup- 
ply-sad Atlantic exports dwindled to 414.WO 


, bushels for the week, against 1.401.471 last year. 
Smaller receipts and exports of corn have not 
prevented a slight decline, and pork products 
are dull without Important change.
